PRIZE FIGHTING IN 
“ILLINOIS. 


The city athletic commission announces that an- 
other start will be made in the direction of legalized 
boxing. Ald. John Lyle, who gets his picture in 
the paper more often than Mary Garden, and who 
is known aa an Englewood.dry and a quick man 
with his fists, will draw a bill and Chicago officially 
will ask the legislature to permit regulated prize 
fighting. 

Some day, probably, legalized fighting will be had 
in this state, just as it is had in Michigan, Wis- 
consin, New Jersey, New York and other states. 
At the present al! Illinois can have is illegal prize 
fighting, of which it has considerable. 

It would be difficult to have a prize fight in Chi- 
cago, except by stealth or on the Commodore, but 
out in the placid country side of the state it is 
possible to have almost anything in the glove line. 

If a promoter tried to produce a program of ten 
round bouts in the Coliseum the police would stop 
his show but he could take it to La Salle, Peoria, 
Springfield or elsewhere and advertise it for the 
largest meeting place known in the town. There 
probably would be no interference. The state per- 
mits illegally what it will not sanction and yet the 
majority of the citizens know that there is no evil 
in regulated and controlled prize fighting. 


LAWYERS AND JUSTICE. 


Eilthu Root made a plea to the national confer- 
ence of bar associations for the purification of 
deplorable conditions in the practice of the law, 
speaking .of the operations of crooks and black- 
mailers “ practicing fraud under the protection of 
the shingle.” 

It is not so certain that the worst evils of the 
administration of justice in the United States are 
admitted evils. Lawyers such as Mr. Root describes 
are criminals in intent and practice whether their 
shrewdness protects them or not. They probably 
can be disposed of by the activities of honorable 
lawyers and by the process of the law. 

It is a question if the trouble with American law 
is not much deeper and leas easily dealt with. 
Practice and procedure in American states are 
designed by lawyers in the various legislatures for 
lawyers. 

A great deal of medical science is directed to 
preventing the need of doctors. Many physicians 
are constantly working to prevent the disease 
which would require the doctor. Medical science 
is @ preventive ecience and it is constantly develop- 
ing. experimenting, and testing, and is alert for 


huge losses suffered were needless and due in 
large part to errors of training and command 
within the division.

It is a Paris report that Lloyd George has a 
plan of military reductions to be submitted to the 
Genoa conference. All the nations of Europe 
would be asked to pledge themselves for a period 
of ten years not to commit aggressions against 
each other's territory, to devote this period to re 
building and reconstruction, and to trust enough 
in each other’s good faith to limit their armies. 

Such a plan would be an evident child of the

It is simple, and probably 
complex Europe will find it too simple, but in 
despair it might be said that if at this time Europe 
will not agree to stop fighting for ten years it is 
hopeless. 


SHALL WE GIVE JAPAN THE 


BETTER NAVY? 

House léaders in Washington are preparing for 
a bitter struggle to slash the navy budget so 
heavily as to reduce the enlisted personnel from 
106,000 to 60,000 men, and to reduce the officer 
strength 25 to 30 per cent. Secretary of the Navy 
Denby, basing his conclusion on the advice of men 
specially edbcated and trained by the nation to 
defend it from harm, insists 90,000 enlisted men is 
the low limit of safety. < | 

Which side should receive the support of the 
American people—that composed of politicians 
whose chief desire is to show reduced expenditures, 
regardless of consequence, or that advised by men 
whom the taxpayers of the country have educated 
in youth and trained through life to keep the na- 
tion safe? 


Recently we have seen approved at Washington 
an international agreement for the limitation of 
naval armaments. It has been hailed as the great- 
est step ever taken by the nations for assurance of 
mutual safety at greatly reduced costs. Yet many 
Americans were greatly concerned during the 
progress of the negotiations when it was reported 
that Japan would not be satisfied with a naval ratio 
of 3 to 5 as against the United States. Many 
feared that the whole program would crash on this 
rock, but so far as we know no one in America 
arose to demand that the United States allow Japan 
a ratio of 4 to 5. No American wanted that. We 
wanted Japan to be safe and we insisted that we 
should be safe, and on the advice of our naval ex- 
perts we held that only with the ratio of 3 to 6 
could we be safe. If that was true a month ago 
it certainly is no less true today. 

Yet we listen in comparative calm while little 
navy representatives in the house insist that we 
reduce our limited naval strength by half, virtually 
putting us on the short end of a 2% to 3 ratio with 
Japan, and a 2% to 5 ratio with Great Britain. 

That is what the proposed reduction in the man 
power of our navy would do. Ships are useless 
without highly trained and efficient men. If we 
throw these men out arbitrarily as the little navy 
advocates would do, in effect we scrap half the 
navy not already scrapped by the treaty. Let us 
hope that the millions of Americans who recently 
were so fearful that Japan would gain a materia) 
advantage over us in the conference be equally 
tearful now that Japan and England gain a greater 
advantage over us in the house of representatives.

Chekiang is an independent state and has been 
for the last two years. | 

The province of Hunan has been reserved for 
the last enumeration in the list of semi-independent 
or independent provinces, for the reason that its 
strategical position is such as to make it the heart 
of the central Yangtse region. Hunan has recently 
announced the adoption of a constitution for pro- 
vincial self-government and has come to be looked 
upon as the center of the movement for provincial 
autonomy and a federation of self-governing states. 

The political allegiance of Hunan means much to 
two parties. Should Hunan be thrown over to the 
south, or the Canton government, it would be an- 
immense impetus to the present movement of Sun 
Yat Sen for a military expedition against the 
north. Gen. Wu Pei-fu is active in his attempt to 
consolidate Hunan with his two provinces of Hupeh 
and Honan for two reasons—first, to insure his own 
position as the ruling militarist of central China, 
and to prevent its embarrassing his stand by join- 
ing the south. 

The provinces under the actual control of the 
Peking government, recognizing Gen. Chang Tso- 
ling as the power at its back, comprise only those 
territories under Chang. These would actually be 
Fengtien, Kirin, and Heilungkiang, the three north- 
ern provinces of Manchuria, although a claim 
might be laid to the portion of Chihli province ex- 
tending from Peking north, due to the presence 
some 60,000 troops of Gen. Chang. | 

Opposition to the former military governor of 
Hupeh province last summer on the part of the 
people of the province and the authorities of 
Hunan province led to his downfall. Gen. Wu 
Pei-fu, under the direction of Gen. Tsao Kun, 
nominal head of the Chihli party, took this oppor- 
tunity to come into the quarrel, and, as a result, 
obtained actual contro] of Honan and Hupeh and 
n control of Hunan. The formation of the 
Chang Tso-ling cabinet gave him the opportunity 
to come out against the Manchurian leader through 
the person of Premier Liang and brought the 
alignment under this opposition of the provinces of 
Kiangsu, Shantung, Chihli, Shansi, Anhwei, Honan, 
Hupeh, and Chekiang. 

The so-called Constitutional Republic of China, 
or the Canton government, under Sun Yat Sen, the 
revolutionary responsible largely for the downfall 
of the old empire, controls actually only the prov- 
inces of Kwantung and Kwangsi, with an alle 
giance of a questionable nature on the part of the 
southern portion of Fukien province and the prov- 
inces of Kweichow and Yunnan. 

Mongolia is almost an unknown and uncharted 
territory. It is nominally under the rule of Gen. 
Chang Tso-ling, but actually it is partially self-gov- 
erned and partially under the Russian authorities 
of Moscow and Chita.

Many persons who suffer from consti- 
pation go regularly to the toilet and 
think their bowel habits are correct. 
These, Dr. Kraetzer says, are heavy eat- 
ers of meats and sweets, who live a sed- 
entary and more or less high strung 
existence. 


If the condition cannot be corrected 


by change in diet, he advises a nightly 


injection of four ounces of warm olive 
oll—the oil to be retained until morning. 
About twice a week an enema of two 
quarts of warm water, containing about 
75 drops of ichthyol to the quart, is taken 
while the person is lying on the left side. 

The use of cathartics internally for 
constipation is advised against. There 
is no sense in stirring up all the organs 
in the abdomen with irritating medicine 
when the only object is to clear out the 
last few feet of the large intestine. 

In cases of constipation, the diet should 
be composed of milk, cream, cream 
cheese, vegetables, and fruit. Bran, 
agar, and mineral oil are helpful.

The naturalization law requires an alien 
to file his declaration of intention and his 
petition for naturalization in his full cor- 
rect name. If his name has been changed 
without a court order, he must state both 
his original old country name and the name 
assumed by him. If he then desires to have 
his name in the assumed name, the court 
has authority to make an order changing his 
name at the hearing. A declaration of tn- 
tention (first paper) made in the new name 
would not necessarily be void, but the .le- 
clarant would have to show that he ig tho 
person who was known by another name in 
another country and that he, in fact, made 
the declaration and signed it.

| Skeletons show that both the basket 


makers and these successors had rather 
long skulls, whereas the cliff dwellers 
who followed them were a round head- 
ed race and always had the back of 
the skull artificially flattened by the 
hard board headrests of the cradles 
in which the babies were placed 

The relationship of these various 
peoples is still a matter of doubt. It 
is believed the post-basket makers 
probably were descendants of the bas- 
ket makers, but whether they in turn 
were ancestors of the cliff dwellers is 
not certain. It seems doubtful on ac- 
count of the marked difference in the 
shape of the head, even aside from ar- 
tificial flattening. 

The basket makers had dogs. The 
mumimied remains of two were found 
during the Harvard explorations and

First Team Work. 

“First comes supervised play—team 
and antagonistic play,” Prof. Ross 
said. “It establishes the child in facile 
codéperation with his fellow and teaches 
him self-control and how to keep his 
temper. A good sportsman is a valu- 
able pattern. 

“Next comes codperation in school 
work, the codperative investigation of 
subjects, and the fitting together of re- 
sults. 

“After this, the establishment of 
ideals. The Boy Scout movement is a 
clever example of this. It rivets ideals 
of conduct to the boy’s instincts of out- 
door life. Ideals should be established 
by the examples of great men—Lincoln, 
Washington, William the Silent—and 
how they met situations.” 


Religion Crowns It, He Says. 
Following in order, Prof. Ross con- 
tinued, is the analysis of various kinds 
of group life—the family, the school, 
the city, and the rest—by the ehild. It 
should be made clear to the child that 
group life requires certain forms of 
behavior from the individual, he said. 
“Religion is the crown of the for- 
mula,” the speaker went on. “ Disci- 
pline, ideals, association with great 
men, are not enough. Religion fur- 
nishes a philosophy of goals. It gives 
a comprehensive outlook upon hfe. © It 
should come to the child at the age of 
17 or 18.” 

#rof. Ross also mentioned other at- 
tempts to solve “the problem of the 
child.” Among them was the oriental 
idea of giving him “ good habits.” 

Raps the Habit Ridden. 
“Our society,” he said, “is seething 
and dynamic with the necessity of 
rapid adjustment. We must teach the 
child not to be habit ridden. The man 
with merely habits may fail in a crisis. 
He can take care of himself in a famil- 
iar situation, perhaps, but not in a 
novel one.” 

Equally futile, he declared, was the 
“authority” system, efficacious in a 
paternal or maternal “state,” but not 
in a democracy. This system, he said, 
may produce a race of rebels, who en- 


joy breaking rules. It does not pay to 


rule childhood with an'iron hand, he 
declared. 

“The potency of legal religion has 
been enormously exaggerated,” Prof. 


Ross continued, denouncing the method 


of bringing up a child to fear God. 
“The clergy has magnified the impor- 


tance of what they had to offer. The 


man of today is as anxious to do his 
duty as was his grandfather, but he 


sees his duty in another light.” 


“Evil Surroundings Must Go.” 
The evil environment of childhood, 


as, for example, “ gangs,” factories for 


the young, some families, and certain 
“movies,” must be eradicated, and 
something legitimate substituted, he 


concluded.

will have autos. 


“The appropriation provides that a 


majority of the employés shal! be hired 
and worked as needed and that plan 


will be carried out. There will be no 
inspecter or other employé put to work 
next Wednesday, or any other day, un- 


less there is work for him, and when he 


is put on, I will see that he does a day's 


work.”
